_After the agreement had been signed 
tonight by Mr. de la Huerta, on behalf 
of the Obregon administration, and 
Thomas W. Lamont, on behalf of the 
bankers, the international committee 
issued the following statement as to 
the railways: 

“The railways are to be operated by 
private management as before the 
revolution. The government will as- 
sume by endorsement all railway debts 
not previously guaranteed. The rights 
of foreclosure hitherto held by the 
bonds will be-suspended so long as the 
plan is being carried out, thereby pro- 
tecting both the stock ownership of the 
Mexican government and other share- 
holders, as well as the ultimate rights 


of the bondholders.” 6
